Washington, J anuary 24.—The Venezuelan 
commission, all its members and the sec- 
retary attending, held probably its first 
formal business session in jits temporary 
quarters this morning and made matters 
of record the results accomplished by its 
members acting independently the past two 
weeks. ' 

lit was found that considerable valuable 
information of a geographical, historical 
and legal nature had been accumulated 
through the efforts of the commissioners 
working in special Hnes and that valuable 
collections bearing on their work now in 
public and private libraries would be 
made accessibie whenever cesired. 

A great mass of matter had already ac- 
culated and the commission has no doubt 
now that evidence sufficient to support 
definite decisicns woulda be forthcoming.

Secretary Olney has already signified his 
willingness to place all the official dos™- 
ments of the departments at the commis- 
Sion’s disposal and it is expected that a 
great amount of diplomatic correspond- 
ence, much of which has hitherto been con- 
sidered confidential, will be made availa- 
ble. The commission esked that the doc- 
uments be delivered after Monday next, 
when the permanent quarters will be oc- 
cupied and when safes will be provided 
to ccntain all articles of extreme value. 
The building in which the commission is 
located is the most thoroughly fire-proof in 
Washington and nothing has been left 
undone to make absolutely secure all ma- 
terial loaned to the commission. 

The commission appointed Clifford C. 
Whitmore, of Freemont, O., as the secre- 
tory to have charge of the routine office 
work, thereby enabling the secretary, Se- 
vero Malet-Prevost, to devote his whole at- 
tention to the arrangement and presenta- 
tion of evidence to the commission. The 
commission the adjourned until next 
Friday, unless called together earlier by 
the president. :

. Funeral Procession Caused a Panic in 


a Cuban Town. 


TWO MAJROS WERE TAKEN CAPTIVE 


Spain Is Sending More Troops to Cuba 
at Every Boat Trip—What Go- 
mez Is Doing. 


Bolondron, Cuba, January 15, via Tampa, 
Fla., January 24—During the night of the 
13th instant a large body of rebels under 
the command of Eduardo Garcia looted the 
sugar estates of San Rafael and Felix, 
taking everything portable that had any 


Value. 

A party of rebels derailed a passcnger 
train on a branch of the railway near 
Itabo. The fireman was shot in the groin 
and the engineer was wounded. When the 
train came to a standstill the rebels tore 
up the track, destroying the locomolve, 
after which they set fire to the train. The 
passengers escaped unhurt. 

The mayor of Carbillos Roque reports 
thet a band of rebels appeared on the l2th 
instant. They had formed a camp on tie 
Dos Hermaros sugar estate, whose pro- 
prieter had abandoned it. The rebel chief, 
Varona, was in command. He had a cart- 
load of selected plunder. 

Nicer Zeiba Merchan many small bands 
of rebels are attempting to recruit their 
ranks from the estate laborers and otheis 
who have been forced out of work by tlie 
broadcast destruction of the sugar @3- 
tates. : 

On the 14th the canefields on the Pala- 
clos estate at Joerlances were destroyed by 
the rebels. 

The Matanzas Telephone Company has 
subscribed to a fund for the construction 
of six wooden forts to be erected on the 
outskirts of that city. 

Sabanilla reports a band of rebels in its 
immediate vicinity. 

A detachment of volunteers has arrived 
at the port of San Severino. They came in 
charge of a party of rebels, who surren- 
dered on the 22d of December at the Diana 
sugar estate. The rebels have threatened 
to blow “up the iron railroad bridge over 
San Juan river in the Matanzas district. 
It forms part of the Union railrcad sys- 
tem, 

A detachment of trocps will probably 
be sent from Matanzas to guard the bridge.

The general went from Baracoa to Gibara 
in the Spanish steam launch '  Alvaredo. 
The launch was caught in a heavy storm 
and had to take refuge in the port of 
Banes, where Messrs. Dumers & Co. 
offered the general the steamer Bris- 
son to continue his trip. 

Yesterday, after the arrival of general 
Pando, several hand-written circulars were 
distributed through the city denouncing 
to the general many prominent citizens of 
this place as disaffected from the Spanish 
government. In the anonymous letters 
the general was asked to use strict meas- 
ures aga'’nst the denounced persons and 
to exterminate all the Cubans. As a con- 
sequence of this denunciation some of the 
persons were arrested and others who 
heard that their names were in the list 
joined the rebels. 

General Pando has issued a proclamation 
offering a reward to any person who will 
deliver to the authorities any arms, horses 


or ammunition taken from the insurgents | 


or that may have been prepared for them. 
The reward offered is as follows: 

“The person who presents a mansur 
rifle will receive $20, for an ordinary rifle 
$15, for a remington $14, for a carbine §$8, 
for a machete $2 and for every ten 
cartridges $1.’’ 


TOOK FOOD AND TWO WAGONS. 


Guerillas Attacked Rebels and Finally 
Joined the Insurgents. 
Santiago, January 14, via Key West, 
Fla., January 24.—Yesterday morning (13th) 
the guerillas of the Cristo met near that 
place a party of insurgents, having an 
enccunter in which ten guerilla joined 
the rebels. Nine were kKiiled and twenty- 

one wounded. 

Last night a rebel party, one hundred 
in number, visited tne village of San 
Vicente, one of the Amferican railroad 
stations, eight miles frcm this city., The 
rebels were commanded by Captain An- 
tonio Quintana, 

They took provisions in two stores and 
took with them the mayors of Caney, 
Mariolina Pena, a Spaniard, and several 
other men. 

On the llth instant the Spanish column, 
led by Commander Pantoja, had an en- 
gagement with the rebel party of Cartoga, 
in <Achotal, jurisdiction of Sagua de 
Fanamo. The insurgents had two killed 
and they lost some arms and horses. The 
Spaniards had three killed and several 
wounded. The Spanish gunboat Sandoval 
fire@ for about one hour at a rebel camp 
in Daitiquiri yesterday. The insurgents 
anewered the fire from the sea beach, but 
the Spanish crew of the Sandoval did not 
dare to go ashore. 

The sugar estate of San Luis has begun 
grinding and La Union will begin to- 
morrow. 


FRIGHTENED BY A FUNERAL. 


Citizens Thought a Rebel Burial Was 
a Preparation for Attack. 


San Juan de las Lajas, January 15, via 
Tampa, Fla., January 24.—The town of 
Tapeste was greatly alarmed yesterday 
afternoon. Evidences received there showed 
that a body of rebels were about to at- 
tack the place. 

Immediately there was a closing of shops 
and doors of private houses and the streets 
were instantly deserted. A few prominent 
people met and decided to constitute them- 
selves a commission to proceed to the rebel 
commander to ask him to spare them and 
their property. 

On Temodilanada street they met the 
rebel band, numbering thirty or fortv 
men, steadily advancing. In great fear the 
self-appointed commission advanced and 
asked for a parley. Great, indeed, was the 
surprise of the leader of the party when 


that they wished to bury in the cemetery 
of the town of Tapeste. The commission 
then returned to the town and the shops 
were reopened. 


MORE CUBAN BATTLES. 


It Is Said That Gomez Could Have 
Been Captured. 

Havana, January “.—Details of the at- 
tacks of the insurgents upon Sabanilla be- 
tween La Union and Matanzas on Wednes- 
day last have been received. The rebels 
burned the station and two or three houses 
and looted several stores. The garrison was 
surprised and defeated after a hot fight, 
losing many killed and wounded. Among 
the killed were three volunteers. Two civil 
guards were wounded. The rebels lost 
seventeen killed and wounded.. Unfor- 
tunately three women were killed by stray 


bullets. 

Thirty-eight refugees have arrived here 
on the schooner Maria Carmen from 
from Guane, on the south coast, They re- 
port that the insurgents under the com- 
mand of Maceo, Miro, Gil, Tamayo, and 
Zayas, have invaded many towns in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, taking horses 
arms, supplies, etc 

Bands under Oliva and Lazo are operat- 
ing on the north coast. Antonio Maceo 
and his force are south of Hanava. 

The cruiser Reina Maria Christine has 
bombarded rebel camps near te coast. 

Three employes of the Western railroad 
arrived here today. Trains on that road 
having stopped running, they were com- 
pelled to walk all the way from the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio. They say that sta- 
tions, bridges, cars and other railway prop- 
erty has been destroyed in the vicinity of 
San Cristobal. The tobacco crop has not 
been injured directly but the rebels have 
destroyed the means by which it could be 
operated. 

Maximo Gomez, the rebel commander-in 
chief, is still between Guinez and Batabano, 
southeast of Havana. Three columns of 
troops under command of Colonels Linares, 
Aldecoa and Gaivis sighted Gomez’s camp 
on Wednesday and made an attempt to 
draw the rebels into a fight. Gomez, how- 
ever, declined battle and withdrew the in- 
surgents leisurely, but still not enough to 
prevent from capturing him had they been 
inclined to make the attempt, 

Staff Major Suarez Inclan is the new 
censor, he succeeding Secretary Casanaz, 
who has treated the newspaper correspond- 
ents with great courtesy. 

An order was issued today prohibiting 
coasting vessels to enter or leave the har- 
bor between senset and sunrise. ;

MORE SOLDIERS AND SUPPLIES. 


Spain Is Going Into the War on a 
Large Scale. 


Havana, January li, via Tampa, Fia., 
January 24.—Nearly all the steamers arriv- 
ing here from Spain brings. soldiers and 
suprlies for the navy. The Spanish trans- 
Atlantic line steamer Alfonso XII1, which 
arrived here the day before yesterday from 
Barcelona, brought 1,344-passengers, offi- 
cial and public mail, as well as a general 


cargo. 

Among her passengers were Major Al- 
bacetés Marine, artillery captains of fri- 
gates Rivera and Tierado, captains of 
marine infantry, naval and military oflti- 
cers, surgeons and 1,102 petty cflicers and 
soldiers. Among military supples she 
brought the following: 

Eight cases of riftes, 2,002 cases of car- 
tridges, $1,000,000 in silver for the govern- 
ment, fourteen cases of hospital stores, 252 
packages of shells, pe@rder and other sup- 

lies for cannon, fifteen ordonnes can: Qa, 

and the.order of the. navy 
department fifteen packages of cartridges. 

The Hamburg-American packet Saxonia, 
which arrived here in the l4th, brought 
160 cases of Mausur rifles and one case of 
bayonets. 


CAROLINA AND THE CUBANS. 


Considerable Excitement Created) by 
Opposition to a Resolution. 
Columbia, °S. C., January 24.—Today in 
the house of representatives a considerable 
stir was created by opposition to the reso- 
lution expressing sympathy for the Cuban 
patriots and calling on congress to recog- 
nize them as belligerents. The opponents 
of the resolution were few, but they spoke 
and called forth some very patriotic re- 
marks. Their objection was that it was 
none of their business to call on the na- 
tional government to recognize the patri- 
ots as belligerents. After vigorous speecaes 
bristling with patriotism the resolution was 
adopted by a rising vote, ninety-eight mem- 
bers voting for the resolution. Two voted 
against it, and some eight or ten kept their 

seats. 

Mr. Otts, in the course.of his remarks, 
said: 

“If there be one state above all others 
which should adopt unanimously a resolu- 
tion of sympatiy for the Cuban patrivts, 
that state is South Carolina. ser, to fail 
to do so would be opposed to those princi- 

les of liberty which have been instilled 
nto the hearts and minds of al! true Caro- 
linians. Sur, to fail to do so would be a 
resignation of the principles for which 
our revolutionary sires fought and bled, 
Sir, to do so would be to confess to the 
world that Liberty is a fraud; that self-gov- 
ernment is a utopian dream of political 
theorizers. Not only, sir, would it be in 
Violation of traditions of our fathers, but, 
s.r, would’ be a confession to Christendom 
that the battle-scarred veterans who fol- 
lowed Lee, Jackson and our Mart Gary 
were rebels. If thes vote is to be an ex- 
pression of the feelings of our constttu- 
ents, it must be unanimous. Gentlemen of 
the general assembly, 1 plead with you— 
nay, beg you—by all the glorious memories 
of the past to give these resolutions your 
unanimous vote.’’ 

The colored member, Miller, made an el- 
oquemt and patriotic speech. He voted a 
few days ago to make General Lee's birth- 
day a legal holiday, because he said he ad- 
mired the nobility and abdity of that great 
chieftain. He said today the southern peo- 
ple should be the Jast to hesitate in send- 
ing a word of cheer to Cuba. He detailed 
the aid the Cubans gave the confederacy, 
though Spain never recognized that gov- 
ernment. 


HALIL RIFAAT PASHA DENIES. 


Says There Is No Entente Between 
Turkey and Russia. 

London, Janvary 2%4.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Constantinople says 
that in an interview today Halil Rifaat 
Pasha, the grand vizier, declared that the 
rumors of an offensive and defensive treaty 
between Russia and Turkey were absolute- 
ly unfounded. Such a treaty had neither 
been concluded nor mediated. 

In well informed circles this statement 
is believed to be probably a mere diplo- 
matic quibble. The arrangement between 
the two powers may not be embodied in a 
treaty, but it is becoming to be generafly 
believed that an.undertsanding exists be- 
tween them that is tantamount to a 
treaty. 


STILL RIOTING IS HIGH. 


Government Is Exceedingly Strict 
Over All News. 

Kingston, Jamaica, January 2%.—The 
steamer HordeH has arrived here from 
Gonaives, Hayti. She was specially char- 
tered to bring to this port a party of Hay- 
tient. 

The captain reports continued serious ri- 
oting in the streets of Port-au-Prince for 
the past few days. Gonaives is quiet as 
yet. The government is exercibing a strict 
censorship over news. 


BAD WEATHER IN ASIA MINOR. 


Heavy Snows and Floods Have

ARMENIANS WERE DISCUSSED

Senate Listens to a Number of Inter- 
esting Speeches—Committee 
Resolutions Adopeted. , 


Washington, January 24.—The committee 
on privileges and elections was given per- 
mission to sit during the sessions of the 
senate to consider the Dupont election 
case from Delaware. 

Mr. Caffery had the president's cormmmuni- 
cation as to the non-payment of the sugar 
bounties transferred from the finance com- 
mittee to the judiciary committee, and 
made a statement explanatory of the 
questions in dispute. The comptroller of 
the treasury, he said, in refusing to pay 
the claim because he deemed the law to be 
unconstitutional, had set up a new con- 
struction. Never heretofore had a subor- 
dinate officia] of the government assumed 
the power to nullify practically an appropri- 
ation made by congress. 

The concurrent resolution reported last 
Wednesday from the committee on fore'gn 
relations on the subject of outrages on 
the Armenians, was laid before the senate, 
and Mr. Cullom, republican, of Illinois, 
a member of that committee, addressed the 
senate. He said that he was amazed, 
astounded and appalled at the brief ac- 
counts which he had had of the awful 
carnival of havocinacountry with which 
the United States maintained amicable re- 
lations. The concurrent and accumulated 
testimony of hundreds and thousands of 

_intelligent people, Christian and Jew, Cath- 

olic and Protestant, European and Ameri- 
can made absolutely certain that a massa- 
cre of innocents, unparalleled for ages, 
had been perpetrated in the Armenian pro- 
vinces of Turkey. Fire and sword had 
swept away, over many square miles of 
territory, the last vestige of Armenian hu- 
man life. And over 200 villages the demon 
of damnation and fanatical hate had spread 
ruin, desolation ani death. The English 
government had a direct obligation resting 
on it to protect the Armenians, and yet 
nothing had been done by it, nor by any of 
the other powers, looking to the enforce- 
ment of their treaty obligations, beyond 
mere diplomatic correspondence between 
them and the sultan. It had, therefore, 
seemed to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, that it could do nothing less than 
appeal to the powers to carry out their 
pledges, as it did in the concurrent resolu- 
tion, 

As to the right of the United States to 
protect its own citizens everywhere, no odds 
were asked from any nation on earth. 

Cullom. Quoted from Webster. 

Mr. Collum quoted from a speech of Dan- 
iel Webster these words: 

‘There is something among men more 
capable of shaking despotic power than the 
lightning, the whirlwind, the earthquake; 
and this is, the excited and aroused indig- 
nation of the whole civilized world.” 

And he added that he knew of nothing 
which had happened in the world for cen- 
turies that more called for interference 
than these slaughters of Armenian Chris- 
tians, } 

Mr. Blanchard, democrat, of Louisiana, 
expressed joy that the committee on for- 
eign relations had at last reported a reso- 
lution giving expression tothe abhorrence 
felt by the American people at the atroci- 
ties perpetrated on the Christian inhabi- 
tants of Turkish Armenia. He favored that 
resolution, athough, perhaps, it did not go 
far enough. ‘ 

Mr. Frye, who is second on the commit- 
tee on foreign relations, took'exception to 
Mr. Blanchard’s remark about that com- 
mittee having “at last’’ reported the reso- 
lution. He said that at the last session of 
congress the Committee on foreign rela- 
tions had given a hearing to two mission- 
aries to Turkey, both of whom he knew 
personally, and one of whom was a resi- 
Gent of his own city. They had stated the 
grievances, the troubles, the massacres and 
their fears. They had been asked what 
was the remedy, and they had told the com- 
mittee that if consulates were established 
at Erzeroum and Harpoot, the troubles 
would cease, beceause the eye of America 
would be en that section of the country. 
In less than a week after that the com- 
mittee on foreign relations had reported 
an amendment to the consular and diplo- 
matic appropriation bill, providing for these 
two consulates and it had become a law. 
The Turkish goverment, however, had re- 
fused exequateurs to the two consuls sent 
from the United States. He did not know 
what the executive department had done 
as to that refusal, or whether it could do 
anything. But it seemed to him that some 
pressure ought to be brought to bear. If 
that consulate had been established at Har- 
poot and if a consulate building had been 
provided and an American flag raised upon 
it, more than 20,000 lives would have been 
saved there, as one of the most terrible 
massacres had taken place at that point. 
The people of the United States, he said, 
had planted in Turkey over six million dol- 
lars for one single purpose—that they might 
better and improve the condition of the 
people of Turkey. They had erected there 


maintained by American collections, They 
had educated thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of Turks or Armenians (who 
were subjects of Turkey). It had been a 
work or wonderful beneficence and had had 
marvelous success. And yet today that 
work was absolutely stopped and American 
capital was held up. The American col- 
leges at Harpoot were burned down and 
the Americans themselves were compelled 
to flee for their lives. 
Favors a Russian Entente. 

“I do not know,” he continued, “‘how far 
the United States of America can interfere 
in Turkey. I am in favor of this resolu- 
tion as an expression of our opinion upon 
those awful tragedies. But, if I had had 
my way (after these powers of Europe 
had waiited now a solid year, looking each 
other in the face with suspicious eyes and 
fearing each to make a move lest the other 
should receive a benefit from it), I weuld 
have congress mem@rialize RNussia and say 
to her: “Take Armenia in your possession; 
protect the lives of those Christians there 
and the United States of America will stand 
behind you with all its power.’ (Applause 
in the galleries.)

Britain forgot at once all her sentiments 
against slavery and immediately did every- 
thing in her power to help France in Mex- 
ico and to help the confederacy destroy the 
government of the United States for no 
earthly reason except that if the confeder- 
acy met with success, England would have 
in her a commercia] customer. 

Admits England’s Greatness. 

™I admit the greatness of Great Britain. 
I admit that she is the greatest power en 
- earth, and the most magnificent power ever 
seen in the history of the world upon the 
ocean. But I do not admit that she is a 

frierd of the United States of America or 

that she has exhibited the slightest s'gn of 
friendship for us. And now she is

So 1 say, Mr. Pres'dent, regardless of 
what Great Britain might have thought, if 
I had my way, I would have memoralized 
Russia to take on of Armenia at 
once, and would have declared that the 
United States would back her in the doing 
of it. So far as American citizens are con- 
cerned, I would protect them there at any 
cost. We never that The Darda- 
nelles should be cloged to the United States. 
There cannot be found a line in the policy 
of the United States that ever permitted 
ary navigable water to be closed to us—not 
one. On the contrary, we have been ready 
to go to war at any time to keep navigable 
waters open to our ships. We have given 
no assent to the agreement of European 
nations that the Dardanelles should be 
closed. And if it were mecessary to pro- 
tect American citizens and their property, 
I would order United States ships, in spite 
of forts, in spite of agreements, to sail up 
the Dardanelles, plant themselves before 
Corstantinople and demand that American 
citizens shall have the protection to which 
they sre ent tiled. (Applause.) 

England Protects Her Subjects. 

“Mr. President, I think that one of the 
grandest things in all the history of Great 
Britain is that she does protect her sub- 
fects everywhere, anywhere and under all 
circumstances. I do not wonder that a 
British subject loves his country. This 
little incident, with which you are familiar, 
is a marvelous illustraton of the protec- 
tion which Great Britain gives to her sub- 
jects: The king of Abyssinia took a Brit- 
ish subject named Campbell, about twenty 
years ago, carried him up to the fortress 
of Magdala, on the heights of a rocky 
mountain, and put him into a dungeon 
without cause ass gned. 

“It took six months for Great Britain to 
find that out. Then Great Britain applied 
for hs immediate release. King Theobald 
refused the release. In less than ten days 
after the refusa] was received 10,000 English 
soldiers, including 5,00 sepoys. were on 
board ships of war and were sailing down 
the coast. When they reached the coast 
they were disembarked, marched across 
that terrible country a distance of 700 miles 
under a burning sun, up the mounta'n, 
up to the very heights in front of the 
frowning dungeon, then gave battle, bat- 
tered down the iron gates of the stone 
walls, reached down into the dungeon and 
lifted out of it that one British subject, 
King Theobald killing h'mself with his own 
p'stel. Then they carried him down the 
mountain, across the land, put him on 
board a white-winged ship and sped him 
to his home in safety. 

Cost of That Protection. 

“That cost Great Britain $25,000,000, and 
trade General Napier, Lord Napier of Mag- 
dala. That was a great thing for a great 
country to do—a country that had an eye 
that can see all across the ocean, all 
across the land, away up to the mountain 
height and away down to the darksome 
dungeon, one subject of hers out of her 38,- 
000,000 of people, and then has an arm 
strong enough to stretch across the same 
ocean, across the same lands, up the same 
mountain heights, down to the same dun- 
geon, and then lift him out and carry him 
home to h’s own country and friends! 

Who Would Not Die? 

“In God's name who would not die for 
a country that will do that? 

“Well, Mr. President, our country will 
do it, and our country ought to do it; and 
all that I ask in this concurrent resolution 
of ours is that our country shall model 


itself after Great Britain in this one thing.. 


The lives of American —s must be pro- 
tected wherever they ay be, whether in 
Great Britain or in Turkey. (Loud ap- 
plause.)

FIGURES THAT ARE INTERESTING 


Southern States Magazine Publishes 
Reports from 500 Correspondents. 
Baltimore, Md., January 24.—The South- 

ern Statés Magazine publishes reports from 
over five hundred correspondents in al 
parts of the south as to the financial con- 
dition of farmers. These reports show that 
southern farmers as a class are less bur- 
dened than they have been at any previous 
time since the war, producing at home their 
own provisions, becoming less and less de- 
pendent upon the west for corn, flour, pork, 
hay and like supplies; that growing these 
things themselves they are saving the enor- 
mous profits on them formerly paid to sup- 
ply merchants, and that living thus on 
their own resources they can count largely 
as profit whatever they may receive for 
such cotton as they grow. 

While, as a rule, there is little money in 
circulation, the farmers are living better 
than ever before, in spite of hard times, 
and because of a wider and wiser utiliza- 
tion of natural resources and capabilities. 
It is shown, however, that in some sections 
the proceeds from the sale of cotton and 
the surplus of other crops has been more 
than enough to pay up hack debts and that 
farmers, besides buying such needed sup- 
plies as cannot be raised, are improving 
their farms, buying new furniture, vehi- 
cles, farm implements, etc., and in some 
cases are lending and investing monsy. 

The reports as a whole demonstrate that 
the southern farmer is potentially much 
better prepared to make a living than his 
northern. brother. 

As emphasizing the foregoing The South- 
ern States publishes a table showing the 
crop of corn produced in the south:in 1895 
compared with the two previous years, the 
figures being from the reports of the de- 
partment of agriculture, as follows:

the stage. There has been nothing that 
could compare with these Irving produc- 
tions, and it is axiomatic, therefore, that 
Atlanta has never seen such magnificence

Shylock is a great creation; Miss Terry’s 
Portia—well, others have attempted 
Portia, but how they are dwarfed in 
comparison to her exquisite art, the very 
perfection of art ;

Irving indulges in 
no artificial methods; he seems to live his 
character, and living it his every muve- 
ment is absorbingly interesting. 

No wonder the world calls his Shylock 
great; it is the Shylock of Shakespeare 
come to life. 

Miss Terry is simply exquisite as Portia. 
Beautiful in face and figure, possessed of 
rare grace and with a voice such as no 
other woman has, she is veritably the ideal 
Portia. The trial scene was something to 
remember for a lifetime, but not less 
strong was the casket scene nor less dain- 
ty was the last act, which is often omit- 
ted, as the steflar role does not figure in 
it. Miss Terry’s Portia is exquisite and 
tender, always womanly incomparable. 
And how she does speak English! The lan- 
guage has taken on new charms since she 
has spoken.

FAILURES INCREASE 


The Weekly Trade Reviews Do Not Hold 
Out Much Hope.

LIABILITIES HAVE INCREASED 


Textile Industries Show No Gain 
Whatever—Foreign Exchange 
Is Dull. 


24—R. G. Dun & 
in their weekly 


New York, January 
Co. will say tomorrow 
review of trade: 

“Failures for fifteen days of January 
have. shown liabilities amounting to §$12,- 
538,617, against $7,501,209 in seventeen days 
of last year, and $13,658,990 in eighteen days 
of 1894. 

‘The failures for the week have been 
373 in the United States, against 363 last 
year, and 61 in Canada, against 59 last 
year. The week has been marked Dy im- 
provement apparent rather than real. 
Prices of some products have risen, but 
only because supplies are believed to be 
smaller than was expected. 

‘Prices of pig iron and billets have risen, 
but because coke and ore have been made 
dearer and not because of any better de- 
mand for finished, products. Money has 
been easier, but only because more has 
been borrowed frou: Europe at a time 
when the actual balance of trade takes 
money hence to Europe. The senate still 
injures all business by doing nothing and 
the treasury cannot expect to gain in gold 
as yet, but loses less than was expected. 
It was generaliy assumed that the new loan 
would be placed wiihout difficulty. Busi- 
does not revive. Pay- 
ments through clearing houses for the 
week are 6.5 per cent larger than last-year, 
but 29.3 per cent less tnan in 189, being 
less satisfactory than for a long time. 

“Textile industries do not cain. With ma- 
terial practically unchanged they halt 
because the demand for future G@livery is 
so narrow. Cotton manufacturers have for 
months been storing up staple goods, but 
prices have gradually declined ever since 
October 17th, and now average 6.4 per cent 
lower than at the point. Woalens also tend 
lower, with small dernand and are practi- 
cally at the prices of a year ago, though 
wool is higher. 

‘The iron and steel business finds en- 
couragement in the advance of bessemer 
pig to $13 at Pittsburg, and gray forge to 
$11.25, but these gre results of the ad- 
vance ordered by combinations in coke 
and ore. Anthracite is not dearer at the 
east and southern pig is pressed for Sale. 
Finished products are not stronger; while 
pig iron has avivanced 10,9 per cent since 
January ist, prices of finished products 
average 1.7 per cent lower than at that 
time. The demand is plainly tco small 
for the supply and the works in operation 
are killing profits for each other by under- 
bidding. In such a case lower prices for 
pig, ore and coke would seem inevitable, 
but last year the raw materials hoisted 
everything else, and some expect the oper- 
ation to ke repeated. While thirteen fur- 
naces in the Pittsburg region have stopped 
since January Ist, the demand for products 
of iron has not on the whole increased, 
partly because the bar, nail and rail as- 
sociations have all refused to lower prices.’’ 


WHAT BRADSTREET’S SAYS. 


Fear of Money Market Disturbance Is 
Modified. 


New York, January 24.—Bradstreet’s to- 


morrow will say: 

An analysis of special telegrams from 
the more important business centers 
throughout the country shows considera- 
ble irregularity in trade, the most favor- 
able feature being the tendency of staple 
prices to advance. The late drop in iron 
and steel prices was one of the shortest 
on record. 

There is interest attaching to the an- 
nouncement that ten car loads of Mobile 
cotton are at Tacoma awaiting shipment 
to Yokohama. 

The fear of disturbance in the money 
market as the result of subscriptions for 
the new government bonds has been great- 
ly modified and time money is offered more 
freely. London has inclined to buy stocks 
and short covering has helped the ad- 
vance. The stock market is, however, nar- 
row and professional. Foreign exchange is 
dull and less firm at 4.89. Gold shipments 
for the week are $2,500,000. No gold ex- 
ports are announced by Saturday’s steam- 
ers. Gold imports for bond subscription 
purposes were $1,150,000. The preméum of 
&@% for gold or legal tender for use in 
the same connection ia still quoted, but 
transactions are less inyrportant. It seems 
that bidders for the new bonds have gen- 
erally completed their arrangements. 

The falling off of seventy-one business 
failures in the number reported for the 
United States this week is somewhat un- 
expected, but no less favorable, for com- 
pared with this week one year ago, 212, 
the contrast is less marked. In the corre- 
sponding week of i894 there were 338 fail- 
ures, three less than this week, in a 
like week of 1893, at a period when busi- 
ness was of large volume and considered 
prosperous, the total was 202. Most favor- 
able reports regarding the movement of 
merchandise, present and prospective, are 
from Baltimore, where orders are being 
received freely and prospects for spr'ng 
are bright; from Buffalo, where the money 
market is reported more active than for 
two years past, and from Charleston, 
where almost ail leading jobbers report an 
smprovement in business. 


MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF SIX. 


Frightful Collision of an Engine and 
an Electric Car. 

Knoxvilie, Tenn., January 244.—(Special.)— 
A frightful collision between a switch en- 
gine of the Southern railway and an elec- 
tric car occurred at a street crossing at 
noon today. 

The crossing was on a steep grade and 
as the car approached the track the car 
became uncontrollable and ran through the 
guard gates and dashed into the switch 
engine. 

The car was occupied by five ladies and 
one man, all of whom are hurt. -The mo- 
torman is seriously hurt, but none wll die. 
The car was torn to pieces and it is mirac- 
ulous that no one was killed outright.

It Struck the Keynote. 

The proposition for one convention 
and democratic harmony seems to have 
struck the keynote of the situation. The 
people see in it a proposition to pro- 
mote the harmony of the organization 
and to heal the differences that exist 
among democrats on certain questions, 
and, consequently, they are quick to in- 
dorse it. They perceive that the con- 
solidation of party expression is cal- 
culated to arouse the interest of all the 
voters, 
eounty conventions, held in back rooms 
by a few men. It is obvious to all that 
when the democratic voters are given 
full and fair notice that all their political 
business, preliminary to the campaign 
itself, is to be settled and disposed of 
at one convention, their interest will be 
aroused and the result will be a repre- 
sentative convention in the truest sense 
of the word. 

Put this is not all. One eonvention 
would be in the interest not only of 
party harmony, but of state economy. 
A querulous ergan that opposes every 
suggestion made by The Constitution 
has sneered at this idea; but the ex- 
pressions of opinion we have printed 
from various parts of the state are 
worth reading to see how this note of 
economy runs through them all. “Let 
us have one eonvention, cease political 
strife, and settle down to business as 
soon as possible;” “one convention will 
prevent half a year’s business stagna- 
tien and political agitation;’ “we need 
methods that will save time and money 
as well as give concentration of 
strength; and above all things, one con- 
vention will cut off much wrangling 
and dissension in our ranks and use- 
less political strife.” 

This is the tenor of all the expres- 
sions. Where the idea of economy is 
not brought preminently out, it is im- 
plied, and the implication is strong 
enough to attract attention. In these 
times of financial pressure and strin- 
gency, the idea of saving time and 
money and preventing useless agitation 
which interferes with business and 
labor is not to be whistled down the 
wind. 

The one convention that the people 
are indorsing with such remarkable 
unanimity would not only prevent the 
useless expenditure of money and the 
unnecessary loss of time, but would put 
an end to all party strife and dissen- 
sion. This, of itself, would be a great 
gain. 

A few years ago the democratic party 
had a walkover, whenever its candi- 
dates were nominated. There might be 
dissatisfaction and dissension inside 
the party; there might be independent 
candidates in various quarters; but the 
result was always the same. The 
strength of the party was so over- 
whelming that the dissenters in its 
ranks attracted no more attention than 
sparrows fighting under the arches of 
some vast building. But it is not so 
now. <A tremendous strain has been 
put upon party fealty. The overwhelm- 
ing majerity of a few years ago is no 
longer to be depended on. 

The differences in the party are of 
such an ominous character that they 
must be settled and smoothed over be- 
fore the campaign begins. With the 
interest of the people centered on one 
convention, there would be no doubt as 
to the representative and pepular char- 
acter of that body. Throngh it the peo- 
ple would speak; and, through the me- 
dinm of its work, the differences in the 
party could be so reasonably and fair- 
ly adjusted that no democrat could af- 
ford to protest or display unreasonable 
dissatisfaction. 

One convention, therefore, means a 
saving of time and money to the peo- 
ple and censiderabie relief to the busi- 
ness interests of the state. It means 
the harmony and unity that command 
success. It means the end of strife and 
agitation within the ranks of the party.

And now look at Europe. It is 3,000 miles 
across the ocean from the nearest seaport 
of any Furepean power to any seaport of 
the United States. Our country has 70,000,- 
000 of people and $70,000,000,000 of accumu- 
lated wealth. So great has been our pros- 
perity, because of 102 years of peace and 
only five of war, so free have we been 
from the strifes which have exhausted the 
resources of Europe, that the taxing power 
of the government has not yet touched for 
any purpose the real and personal property 
represented in these $70,000,000,000 of accu- 
mulated wealth. 

According to the. census of 1890 we have 
9,200,000 fighting men. The experience of 
the civil war has shown thet from them 
could be drafted, mobilHzed and instructed 
in three months 3,000,000 of soldiers. All 
the transports and navies of the world 
could not land upon our shores an army 
which could march 100 miles from the sea- 
coast and ever return to their ships. With 
all the world in arms against us, the vast 
interior of our continent, except in its in- 
dustrial and economis phases, would know 
nothing of the trouble and never see a for- 
eign uniform—except on a prisoner of war. 

So it is in order to be patriotic with- 
out being accused of jingoism. A man-

An Interesting Controversy. 

The effort to rule out a descendant of 
Benjamin Franklin from the Society of 
Colonial Dames in New York on the 
ground that Franklin was not married, 
has stirred up a big controversy. 

Mrs. E. D. Gillespie, of Philadelphia, 
a great-granddaughter of Franklin, 
makes this reply to the charges made 
by Mrs. Van Rensselaer, of New York: 

“As to the statement made by Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer, that Benjamin Franklin was 
not married,’’ remarked Mrs. Gillespie, “it 
is absolutely false. He married Miss De- 
borah Read on September 1, 1730. The rec- 
ords of Christ church show'the baptisms 
of their children, and had the parents not 
been married no such record could possibly 
have been made. There are also deeds 
showing that they were married. 

“Benjamin Franklin came to this city 
when he was seventeen years old, and 
went to live with John Read. He fell in 
love with Deborah, the daughter of John 
Read, whose wife wisely objected to their 
union at that time on the ground that 
Franklin was too poor to marry. Franklin 
was sent to England to fit him for business 
and during his absence one Rogers, an 
Englishman, came to America and met De- 
borah Read. 

“Thinking he had money, by the repre- 
sentations he made, Deborah’s mother per- 
mitted him to address her daughter, and 
they were eventually married. They had 
no children. Shortly after it was ascer- 
tained that Rogers had a wife in England. 
When confronted with the statement Rog- 
ers left his wife and fled to the West In- 
dies, where he died in 1728, two years be- 
fore Franklin married Miss Read. 

“When her husband, to whom she had 
never been legally married, left her, the 
wife resumed her maiden name of Deborah 
Read. It was then that Franklin returned 
to Philadelphia and eventually, as I said, 
became Miss Read@’s husband. 

“I am determined that this matter shall 
be thoroughly investigated. All the old 
famiues of this city, of course, are ac- 
quainted with the history of the family and 
know how absurd are such charges.” 


It ought not to be difficult to get at 
the facts. According to all the histori- 
cal authorities, Franklin was regarded 
as a married man, and was 80 received 
in the best society of this country and 
France, when he was there as our rep- 
resentative. There is nothing in his 
autobiography to show any irregular- 
ity about his marriage. 

Possibly the great philosopher was 
somewhat irregular and eccentric from 
some points of view, but he was one of 
the greatest of Americans and has been 
so recognized by all the world. If the 
Colonial Dames rule out one of his de- 
scendants they, and not the rejected ap- 
plicant, will be the losers.

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A Few Useful. Hints. 

The Boston Globe, in an editorial di- 
rected against that class Of scribblers 
who are always writing letters to 
prominent people, says: 

It may be well for these people to know 
that to address a letter to a judge of one 
of our federal or state courts, advising, in- 
structing or supplicating him on a pend- 
ing case in his court subjects the writer 
to the offense of contempt of court, and he 
may be summoned before. the court and 
punished, as has not unfrequently been 
demonstrated in open court. ° 

Promiscuous letter writers should also 
know that under the United States statutes 
it is a crime punishable by heavy penalties 
to address a letter to any foreign pring, 
officer or agent for the purpose of trying 
to influence his conduct in any pending dis- 
pute or controversy to which the United 
States is a party. 

Don’t bother the prince of Wales or 
Salisbury or any other foreign potentates 
with letters of advice. The person writing 
them may count himself lucky that no no- 
tice of them is taken, for in that case 
it might mean a fine of $5,000 and impris- 
Onment for not less than six months. 


This is good advice, but it is hard to 
see how any sane grown person could 
get his own consent to sit down and 
write an unauthorized letter to a dis- 
tinguished stranger. Such an act would 
be simply a piece of unwarranted im- 
pertinence, and should be rebuked or 
punished in some way. 
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A Missouri Outrage. 

In Cass county, Missouri, there is a 
country schoel which was taught until 
a few days ago by a young man named 
Foust. 

Last week the teacher had some diffi- 
culty in mairtaining order in school, 
and some of the parents took sides with 
the pupils. Two of the students, sixteen 
years old, decided to make trouble for 
the teacher, and one of them was fur- 
nished with a knife by his father. One 
day the two youngsters kicked up a 
row, and Foust attempted to make them 
behave. The young ruffians jumped on 
him, and one -attempted to use his 
knife. The teacher disarmed him, and 
made a brave fight, but his assailants 
knocked him down and kicked him to 
death. Commenting on this outrageous 
affair, The Kansas City Star says: 

Accounts of the brutal behavior of schol 
ars, aided and abetted by their parents, 
and assaults upon teachers, are altogether 
too common in Missouri. This Prairie 
View district, from which comes this late 
story of murder, has achieved a reputation 
it appears as a “hard”’ district, where the 
inhabitants suffer their school to become a 
nest and nursery of ruffians. It is needless 
to say that there is no excuse for this 
brutishness. If the teacher is not compe- 
tent, he or she may be dismissed; but there 
is no reason why a gentleman and scholar, 
Or a tender and cultured young woman, 
should be set up to do battle at the risk 
of life and limb with a lot of young 
whelps ‘whose proper place is in the 
state Reform school or the peni- 
tentiary. The state of Missouri needs some 
vigorous assertion of law and order in the 
common schools, 

There is little hepe for civilization 
and progress in a district where young 
outlaws in the schools are encouraged 
by their parents to defy their teachers, 
even to the extent of murdering them. 
This Missouri tragedy, when duly con- 
sidered in aH of its aspects, is one of 
the blackest that has occurred in. many 
ayear. A teacher, from the very nature 
of his profession, is a public benefactor 
who should have every possible safe- 
guard thrown around him, and his ene- 
mies should be regarded as the enemies 


of society. 
Depew on Our Young Men. 

Dr. Chauncey Depew complains that 
the young men of the present day do 
not want to work, and have little ca- 
pacity for it. He says: 

Last Tuesday I met five men, each under 
thirty-five years of age, and each complain- 
ed he had to work too hard. When I came 
to sift it I feund no one of them worked 
more than ten hours a day. I am sixty-one 
years old. 1 began work at my home at 8 
a. m. last Monday. I went to my office, 
where I remained at work until5 p. m. Re- 
turning home I consulted some legal au- 
thorities for points for an address I am to 
deliver before the Bar Association of New 
York state at Albany next Tuesday. Then 
a stenographer came to my house and in 
two hours I dictated the address to him. 


It is possible that the young men who 
worked ten hours a day really worked 
harder than Dr. Depew did in fourteen 
hours. Perhaps their work was mere 
routine drudgery, while the doctor was 
engaged in an occupation which greatly 
added to his income and increased his 
fame. 

Of course there are young men who 
shirk work, and who are incompetent, 
but when we look around us we cannot 
avoid the conclusion that the young 
Americans of today are industrious toil- 
ers, and it strikes us that much of the 
progress of this generation is due to 
their hard work of both brain and hand. 

It is frequently said, and with much 
truth, that our people work too many 
hours and have too few holidays. Here 
in the south our professional men and 
merchants spend more time In their 
offices and stores than is the case up 
north; our factory operatives work 
more hours than the same class of 
northern toilers, and as a rule the same 
is true of our mechanics and laborers, 

We have no fear that when work ts 
needed there will be any. lack of good 
workers in this country, among either 
young or old men. But work should not 
be measured by hours. The quality and 
the results are the main things to be 
considered.

France and Germany. It used to be said 
that Great Britain had colonies with 
colonists; that France had celonies with- 
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colonists, but that Germany had 
neither colonies nor colonists. Th‘s, how- 
ever, cannot be said of the latter power 
now. For the last fifty years European 
colonies have spread in Africa until the 
continent has been 
and Germany, too, has been seized with 
this earth hunger and has joined in the 
fierce strugglq for territory. Today Great 
Britain’s portion of Africa is 2,500,000 
Square miles; France has nearly 3,000,000, 
and Germany 1,250,000, while Spain, Portu- 
gal, Belgium, Italy, Switzerland and 


' Turkey have each had a share of the feast. 


Great Britain has made such rapid 
progress in her work of gobbling up Af- 
rica that it is natural the other powers 
should be dissatisfied. There are yet some 
22,000,000 square miles of African territory 
which have not been absorbed by Europe, 
and although the present war may blow 
over, the division of such rich and im- 
mense plunder will some day bring about 
a struggle that will be fought to the 
death.

The Pistol the Clew. 


It seems that some time ago Ledbetter 
disposed of the pistol. Investigation re- 
sulted in the arrest of Ledbetter as the 
thief. It seemed that he sold the pistol to 
a small storekeeper in the notorious section 
of Collins street. The pistol was traced 
to Ledbetter. 

Ledbetter claims to have bought the pis- 
tol from a countryman in November. He 
fays that he met the man in a wagon yard 
on Decatur street and purchased the pistol 
from him.

The ar- 
resting officers and Chief Connolly were 
questioned about the arrest of Ledbetter, 
but they declined to give out any informa- 
tion about it. Yesterday their sflence was

The General European Commissioner 
Left Atlanta Yesterday. 


Chevalier A. Macchi, with a big grip and 
a broad smile, boarded the vestibuled yes- 
terday and got off to New York. 

The chevalier goes back to London, but 
it is probable that he will return in the 
summer for the purpose of taking charge 
of the foreign section at the Tennessee 
centennial 

Chevalier A. Macchi has been one of the 
characters of the Atlanta fair. He was 
appointed over a year ago general Euro- 
pean commissioner with instruction to have 
supervision over all foreigners making ex- 
hibits here. He immediately entered upon 
the work of visiting the different Euro- 
pean countries and inducing some of the 
best merchants of the different countries 
to make exhibits at the fair. The cheva- 
lier arrived in Atlanta some weeks before 
the opening of the fair, and he immediately 
entered upon the work of placing the ex- 
hibits. He supervised the construction of 
the foreign department, and its artistic 
arrangement was wholly in his hands. 

Among the exhibitors Macchi reigned su- 
preme. The foreign section was a kind of 
monarchy with Macchi at the head. Here 
he lorded as an autocrat, but his authori- 
ty was admitted, and his hauteur did not 
detract from his popularity. 

But the pathway of the chevalier was 
not flowery all the way. It was a great 
disappointment to him when he was not 
‘placed on the board of jurors. Others of 
the foreign commissioners were named as 
jurors, but Mr. Macchi, for some reason, 
was left off. This was a constant source 
of regret to the chevalier and his friends. 

It is probable that he will be recalled to 
the south to act as general commissioner 
for the Nashville fair. Many of the di- 
rectors favor his appointment, and it is ex- 
pected that he will be notified in a few 
weeks of his appointment. Mr. Macchi 
has done good work in Atlanta. He has 
received the warmest thanks of the direct- 
ors and officials.

General Manager 7. K. Scott is in At- 
janta. Hoe did not g0 down to Augusta 
to confer with the brotherhood chiefs— 
arthur, Clark, Sargent and Morrissey— 
representing the engineers, conductors, fire- 


men and trainmen. 

Mr. Seott did communicate with the 
chiefs, however. He sent them a letter 
cottaining his reply to their request for 
arbitration and there was a long telegraph- 
jc correspondence. 

Mr. Scott would not say what the sub- 
gtance of his letter was. 

“Unless the chiefs give it out, I shall 
not,” he said. 

He had nv special reason for this secrecy, 
except that he wanted to conduct the dis- 
pute to a final sevtlement with as little 
agitation Gs possibie. 

The empioyes of the company were very 
gnxious to know what the situation in Au- 

ta was. When they could not leacn 
anything detnite last night, they said 
that they did not want any monkeying from 
the road. Men who had previously been 
talking conservatively about the situation 
suddenly resented the secrecy and talked 
vidlently about a strike. A group of Geor- 
gia men in discussing the situation yes- 
terday said, in substance, that they un- 
derstood that the general manager had 
been quietiy locking around for men tv 
fill any vacaneleS WiuiCh May occur. 

“If the men do £0 out you can look for 
gome surprises in strike history,” said one 
of them. “ihe men on the Georgia are 
federated and a sirike would take every- 
body out. The brotherhoods are in good 
finauciul condition and a fight would mean 
trouble for mcre than ore line. Theie 
may not be any occasion for trouble. The 
road certaluidy could not afford a strike 
and it may be that the general manager 
has promised a compromise of some kind. 
I ruther think that he has offered gsowe 
canpromise for the freignt engineers, if 
he settles with them I suppose that encs 
the trouble. The chiefs have yieided every- 
thing except that.’ 

Mr. Scott did not seem worried yester- 
day, though he was detained at the Geor- 
gia’s headquarters here until loug atter 
his dinner hour. He is stopping at the 
Aragon.

JUDGE COWAN ELECTED. 


The B. and O.’s General Counsel Chosen 
President of the System. 
Baltimore, January 24.—(Special.)—John 
K. Cowan, general counsel of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, was today elected presi- 
dent of the company, to succeed Charles F. 
Mayer. Mr. Cowan’s name has not been 
mentioned in connection with the presi- 
dency until the last few days. He has been 
counsel for the Baltimore and Ohio twenty 
years. He is an able lawyer and an in- 


fluential politician in Maryland politics. 
Judge Cowan 1s a membef of congress from 
the fourth Maryland district. He is thor- 
oughly familiar with the Baltimore and 
Ohio’s affairs and his election is satisfac- 
tory to Baltimore. 

Railway Notes. 

The much-talked of holdings of the Pack- 
er estate in the Lehigh valley aggregate 
150,000 shares, valued at about $6,000,000. 

Representatives of the proposed Guate- 
mala and Mexican railroad have inspected 
the surveyed route, and the work of track 
laying will begin just as soon as the fran- 
chises are approved by the Mexican con- 
gress. 

Within a few weeks a_ constitutional 
amendment is to be voted on by the citi- 
zens of Minnesota, which provides for the 
taxing of parlor, drawing room and sleep- 
ing cars operated in that state. This does 
net apply to railroad companies and their 
equipment. 

The lines west of Chicago and St. Louis 
are experiencing considerable trouble re- 
garding the operations of their pass agree- 
ment. All sorts of schemes are being in- 
voked to defeat the measure and it begins 
to look as if there would be little or no 
agreement after all. 

The Mexican Central has received from 
England 4,000 tons of sixty-six pound steel 
rails, which are at once to be put into its 
main line. This rail is ten pounds heavier 
than any at present in use. ‘he company 
is also working at stone ballasting its line, 
the intention being to extend the stone 
ballast over the whole system. 

Talk is again revived that the board of 
managers of the joint traffic association 
is considering the advisability of limiting 
fast freght lines. Under the agreement, 
no system can have more than two fast 
freight lines after May Ist, but action on 
important and radical matters will not 
be taken untii the legality of the agree- 
ment is passed upon by the courts. 

An engineer on the Midland railway was 
blown off his engine by the wind recently, 
Says The New Orleans Picayune, while go- 
ing at full speed, without his fireman miss- 
ing him. He picked himself up unhurt and 
walked to the next station to report. 

The electric motors which are to haul the 
cars on the new electric line from Wash- 
ington to Mt. Vernon, are capable of run- 
ning sixty miles an hour. 

The New York state railroad commission 
has refused the application of a company to 
‘parallel the line of the Long Island Rail- 
road Company. The commissioners state 
that the territory is already well served 
—_ there is no necessity for a competing 

ne. 

Percy B. McLaran, of Baltimore, has 
been elected president of the Aransas Har- 
bor and Northern. C. H. Sawyer is vice 
president and general manager. Surveys 
for the new road from Aransas Pass to 
Smithville, 150 miles, have been started. 

The Llinois supreme court has decided 
that one passenger train per day is nota 
reasonable accommodation for the public 
along the Cairo Short Line. The court 
holds that the road only exists by public 
concession and that the company should 
give reasonable service in consideration of 
its franchise. 

The Mobile and Ohio reports for the 
six months ended December 3lst, gross 
earnings of $1,893,836, an increase of $225,336; 
net, after expenses of $792,439, an increase 
of $129,133.

SALE CONFIRMED. 


The Macon and Birmingham Road Sale 
Before Judge Felton. 


OBJECTIONS WERE FILED 


But the Sale Was Confirmed—The 
Question of Fees for the 
Lawyers. 


Macon, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)—The 
public has awaited with much interest the 
result of the hearing on the question of 
confirming the sule of the Macon and Bir- 
mingham railroad, because it was reported 
that a strong fight would be made against 
confirmation, and it was believed that the 
identity of the purchaser of the property 
would be revealed at the confirmation. To- 
day in Bibb superior court Judge Felton 
unnounced that he would confirm the sale, 
but who tre real purchaser is remains 
as much of a mystery as it was on the 
zith day of December, 1895, when Mr. Ty- 
ler, of Boston, bid in the property for 
l’uarsons & (dwards, of Boston, for $204,000, 
and also assumed a liability of $168,400 of 
lease warrants for rolling stock. There 
is nothing known at Macon of Parsons & 
Edwards. The general impression exists 
that the Southern railway is the true 
owner. 

The hearing on the confirmation com- 
menced this morning before Judge Felton 
at J o’clock ani the proceedings were full 
of interest.. The following attorneys in the 
case Were present: 

Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Columbus, 
representing the purchaser of the Macon 
and Birmingham railroad. 

Iex-Judge W. R. tiainmond, of the firm 
of Hall & Hamonond, of Atlanta, repie- 
senting the bundholders’ committee. 

Washington Jessau, of Macon, and Mr. 
James Byrne, of New York, represeating 
the trustee for the bondholders. Mr, Byrte 
is a member of the well-known New io0r«K 
firm of Hornblower, byrne & ‘Taylor. 
Messrs. Hoke Smith and C. L. Bartlett 
are also of counsel for the trusi¢ee, but 
neither cf these gentlemen -were present, 
both being in Washington. 

Mr. Aleck C. King, of the firm of hing 
& Spalding, of Atlanta, representing the 
bondholders of the lease warrants. 

Messis. Hill, Harris & Birch, of Macon, 
representing the holders of lease warrants 
(rolling stock). 

Messrs. Hagdeman, Davis & Turner, of 
Macon, representing McTighe & Cc., the 
original plaintiffs in the till for receiver 
of the Macon Construction Company and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida syste.n 
of railways. 

Messrs. A. L: Miller and Howard Bron- 
son, of the firm of Bacon, M.ller & Bron- 
son, representing Receiver W. B. Sparks 
and the Exchange bank. 

The report of Colonel Isaac Hardeman, 
the commissioner who sold the road, was 
submitted and was read by Mr. Washing- 
ton Dessau. 

Felton Sold His Interest. 

Judge Felton here stated that he had 
owned certzin bonds and other interests 
in the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
way properties, and was until lately a di- 
rector of the Georgia Southern-and I[‘lorida 
Railroad Company, under tae new orzani- 
Zation, but since coming to the bench he 
has sold all interests that he held in tne 
propertics and nas also resigned as a d.- 
rector of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
tailroad Company. While he recognized 
the fact that his ownership of Georgia 
Southern interests and his Girectoiship it 
that company did not disqualify him to 
preside in the hearing of the cuniirmation 
of the sale of the Macon and Birmingham 
road, still he preferred to sever his con- 
nection with the company since he hus 
come on the bench. 

Judge Feltcn inquired if there would be 
any oppositicn to the confirmation of the 
sale. 

Mr. Byrne, of New York, representing 
the trustee for the bondholders, arose ard 
said that certain bondholders had not fied 
him that they favored the contirmaiion, 
and another set of bondholders had uoti- 
fied him that they were oppcsed to the 
confirmation, but he had not been instruct- 
ed to file objections. 

Confirmations Opposed. 

Colonel Buford Davis, as attorney fur Mc- 
Tighe & Co., the owners cf $84,000 of the 
bonds cf the Macon and Birmingham road, 
filed cbjections to the confirmation on the 
following grounds: 

‘1. That the highest and best bid at eaid 
sale is grossly inadequate for the reason 
that said property so hid off by said pros- 
pective purchasers on said day at and tor 
the price of $200,000 was of the value of at 
least $1,000,000, 

‘2. That the material on said road alone 
was wcrth the sum of one-half milion 
dollars; that the iron and fish bars on the 
read so sold as they stcod on said rvad 
alone Were worth the sum of 340),cu0; that 
the roadbed #eutside of said bars was well 
worth the sum of $500,000 and cost a larg 
amount in excess therof. 

‘3. Because the Southern, which owns all 
the stock of the Central railroad, which 
controls the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
and the Southern railroad, which owns the 
Atlanta and Florida railroad, gave the no- 
tices set out in the report of the commis- 
sioners, the facts therein alleged not being 
true and said notices given for the purpose 
of defending said property and which had 
that effect. 

“4. Because the said Southern railroad, 
as set out: above, being the owner and 
controls all the roads giving said notices, 
gave said notices in the interest of the 
purchaser with whom the said Southern 
railroad was in collusion.’’ 


Worth of the Road. 
Colonel Davis then called witnesses to 
the stand to testify to the worth of the 


road. 

The first witness was Superintendent Jeff 
Lane. He could give no definite estiniate 
of its value. He said in its present coudi- 
tion—hung up in the air as it were without 
councctions—it was practically worthless, 

The next witness was Reca@iwer W. is. 
Sparks, of the Macon and Birmingham, 
who testified in effect that the road in its 
present condition is worth $500,000. It would 
be worth $1,000,000 to the Columbus, Rome 
and Carrollton road, and might be werth 
$1,000,000 per year to the Southern. If tne 
road is dismernbered, the right of way, 
grading, etc., would be worth $5,000 a mile 
to another road. 

Garrard Was Emphatic. 

Colonel Davis then requested Hon. Louis 
F. Gerrard, who represents the purchaser, 
to take the. stand. 

“For what purpose?” asked Mr. Garrard, 
withcut rising from his seat 

“Tl desire to learn from you,” replied Mr.

“Well, I won't tell you,’’ answered Mr. 
Garrard with emphasis, and still sitting in 
his seat. 

Colonel Davis then appealed to the court 
to force Mr. Garrard to testify. 

Mr. Garrard answered in effect that he 
‘occupied ‘the relation of attorney and 
client and it was not incumbént on him 
to reveal the secrets of his clients. 

Judge Felton did not require Mr. Garrard 
to take the stand, so the great question. 
‘Who is the real purchaser of the road?” 
remains unsolved and unanswered. The 
impression still exists, however, that the 
Scuthern is the owner of the Macon and 


Eirmingham. 
Sale Confirmed. 


Judge Felton then announced that he 
would confirm the sale, as no sufficient 
cause had been presented why the con- 
firmation should not be made. It was only 
necessary for the court to satisfy itself 
that the purch3sers were competent to 
comply with the terms of the sale and 
decree. The court Was not required or ex- 
pected to build railmpads. The question of 
public pohcy and Violation of the laws 
and constitution cf the state can be heard 
at the proper time, but this time is not 
at the present hearing. The objectors to 
contirmation have their remedy.

WILL HE GO BACK? 


Saloshin May Be Tried on an Entirely 
Different Charge. 


THE WRIT WAS SUSTAINED 


Mudge Reid Rules in Favor of the 
~~ Drummer, but Orders Him Held 
~ \ | for Developments, 


‘Ferdinand Saloshin, the young Atlanta 
_ drummer who has been in the custody of 
Sheriff Barnes on account of an action 
brought by the Central hotel of Columbus, 
spent the night last night in a room in 
the Duncan house, but with him was Bai- 
iff Green,.of the sheriff’s office. 
-Saloshin will be in the custody of the 
Sheriff until.sfonday at noon, when his 
_@ase will be either strengthened by a new 
warrant or he will be dismissed under an 
order granted yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Reid. 

The writ of habeas corpus, which was 
taken out by Thomas & Smith, the at- 
torneys of Saloshin, was heard before 
Judge Reid yesterday aftesnoon at 5 
o'clock. After the evidence in the case 
Was recited the judge signed an order 
sustaining the writ and releasing him from 
_ ithe custody of the sheriff on the warrant 
upon which he was first arrested, but 
ordering him.-to be held until the party 
in Columbus, who is prosecuting Saloshin, 
could hawe an opportunity to change the 
charge in the case. 

Judge Reid decided that the warrant, as 
worded, charging Saloshin with cheating 
and swindiing, was not sufficient to detain 
the prisoner, but as the proprietor of the 
Ceéhtral hotel chad wired that the warrant 
Would be changed and another had been 
forwarded, he would give the prosecutor 
am opportunity to be heard from and set 
the case for a final hearing for Monday at 
lotclock. If another warrant is not receiy- 
ed-by that time, Saloshin, under the rul- 
ing of the court, will stand dismissed and 
be.wiil be given his release. In the event 
another warrant is issued Saloshin will 
goubtless fight it, as he does not want to 
go to Columbus to be tried on a charge of 
which he stoutly denies his guilt.

Since that decision, 
however, which dates far back, the decis- 
ion has been amended and repealed to a 
certain extent, making the -¢county in 
which the warfant is sworn out liable 
for the costs and expenses of bringing 
back the prisoner, Thus if it was necessa- 
ry for Sheriff Barnes to carry Saloshin 
to Columbus, his expenses would be paid, 
under the amendment to the decision, by 
the county of Muscogee. 
A Telegram from Columbus. 

Yesterday afternoon just before the hear- 
ing on the writ of haveas corpus, Sheriff 
Barnes received a telegram from Proprie- 
tor Green, of columbus, stating that an- 
other warrant had been sworn out, and 
had been forwarded by mail with a letter 
which would be self-explanatory. The wire 
also requested the sheriff to hold Saloshin 
until the arrival of the new warrant. 
Doubtless Mr. Green had discovered that 
a warrant charging a person with cheat- 
ing and swinating would not hold, and it 
is probable that the warrant which is now 
on the way io Atlanta will have the 
charge made to read ‘a common cheat.” 
Had the first warrant charged Saloshin 
with being a common cheat, instead of 
cheating and swindling, the writ of habeas 
corpus would not have been sustained and 
Saloshin would doubtless have been car- 
ried back to Columbus, the county of Mus- 
cogee paying for the costs in the case as 
regards railroad fare and sheriff's ex- 
penses. The result of the trial Monday will 
be interestingly looked forward to by those 
engaged in the case. 


The Decision of Judge Reid. 
. The decision of Judge Reid yesterday af- 
ternoon is practically the same as made 
in a similar case several days ago ard the 
order taken was framed in almost the 


Same words as the order in the case re-

ferred to. 

Attorney Lewis Thomas, in reciting the 
facts in the case before Judge Reid yes- 
terday afternoon stated that the warrant 


. had been issued simply to force Saloshin 


into making a payment and that the sher- 
iff was made to figure as a collecting 
agent. 

“Well, this kind of business must stop,” 
said the judge, ‘‘and I agree with Mr. 
Thomas.” 

From a statement made by Attorney 
Thomas it seems that a great many war- 
rants have been recently issued by parties 
who held accounts against the partist 
against whom the warrant had been taken 
out and the matter was brought into the 
courts with the purpose of forcing a aettle- 
ment of the debt. Many such cases have 
been thrown out of the courts and the 
judges are careful to see that the courts 
are not used as a collection agency. The 
tenor of the letter received by Sheriff 
Barnes inclosing the warrant was con- 
strued to mean that it Saloshin settled 
there would be no further need of the 
warrant. In other words, the warrant was 
to be served upon Saloshin; if he paid, tne 
funds were to be sent to the hotel; if he 


refused payment, ne was to be arrested. 


and the matter wou!ld be prosecuted. 


Saloshin Is Disgusted. 
Saloshin siated yesterday that he was 
thoroughly disgusted with the manner in 
which Mr. Green had acted. He said that 


he made a statement to the hotel man, 
teHing him exactly how matters were and 
that Green thereupon said it would be all 
tooo and Saloshin could stay on at the 
10tel, 

Saloshin was in the custody of Bailiff 
Green last night, and though he is in the 
custody of the sheriff, he will not be 
placed in the jail, as it has been decided 
to be unnecessary. His case will come up 
for a hearing Monday at noon, The war- 
rant Which was mailed yesterday from 
Columbus will probably be received by 
the sheriff today. 

Attorney Thomas on the Charge. 

Attorney Thomas was seen after ithe 
hearing of the writ of habeas corpus and 
gave the following technical points that 
have been brought out in the case: 

“In the first place,’’ said Mr. Thomas, 
“no crime is charged in name in the papers 
and no crime is charged in substance in 
the papers that would make a person guilty 
of being a2 common cheat. It is also 
charged that there were representations 
made and that the representations were 
false and that the prosecutor was induced 
to give him credit for board on the faith 
of the representations. 

“The papers not stating any crime 
against the defendant nor alleging the 
elements of the crime, there was no 
crime cnarged in the papers. 

“Of all these cases that have come before 
me in my term of office,’’ said Mr. Thomas, 
“T have turned down % per cent of them. 
It is a common thing for parties to make 
these shameful attempts to collect board 
bills from young men who are im no posi- 
tion to give bond. 

“Another point in the case—the hotel 
man has already exercised the .remedy 
especially provided for him by law—the 
innkeeper’s Hien—by seizing young Salo- 
ea samples, which he now has and 
holds for his bill. 

“If Green is the honestly aggrieved citi- 
zen he would have the courts think him, 
even though the law allowed it, even 
made it obligatory, he would not have al- 
lowed Sheriff Barnes to pay the boy’s way 
to Columbus, but would have sent an 
officer here,”’ 

“I clearly see all the way through this 
case a vein of personal animus, and if I 
am not very much mistaken, it will come 
out in the trial that the elder Green has 
a grudge against young Saloshin outside 
of his owing him money,’ said Mr. Cuyler 
Shith. “He desires to make a collecting 
agent out of Sheriff Barnes and at the 
same time gratify his spite toward the 
young man.

BY HER OWN HAND. 


A WOMAN SWALLOWS MORPHINE 
AND KILLS HERSELF. 


Mattie Harris Ended Her Life Rather 
Than Appear in the Police Court 
Yesterday. 


Rather than appear in the police court as 
defendant in a case of disorderly conduct 
Mattie Harris, a young negro woman re- 
siding near Decatur street, swallowed a 
large quantity of morphine yesterday morn- 
ing, dying from the effects shortly after- 
wards. She took the drug with delibera- 
tion and with suicidal intent. 

Thursday night the woman and another 
got drunk and raised a disturbance in the 
vicinity of their home in the rear of Rhodes’s 
furniture factory on Decatur street. They 
disputed and were tearing each other’s hair 
When Officer Whitley reached the scene 
and arrested the belligerents. Both were 
locked up for the night in a drunken con- 
dition and left to sober up. 

Yesterday morning the Harris woman 
was released on a bond and she declared 
that she would never appear in the famous 
court presided over by Judge Calhoun. Just 
What antipathy she had toward the court 
she failed to state, but repeatedly reiterat- 
ed her declaration that she would never 
appear to answer the charge against her 
yesterday afternoon. Shortly after secur- 
ing her release the woman went to a drug 
Store and purchased a large quantity of 
morphine and then sent another woman to 
get more of the drug, thinking that she 
did not have enough to end her life. 

Doubling the dose the woman swallowed 
it and soon afterwards swooned away. 
She was found in a comatose condition and 
an effort was made to get her to the hos- 
pitaL It was some time afterwards before 
the woman got attention, and before steps 
could be taken to save her life she was 
very low. The authorities at the hospital 
began work on her and after an hour she 
began to revive, but later began sinking 
and died shortly after noon. 

Coroner Paden was notified of the death 
of the woman and he may hold an inquest 
this morning, although there seems to be 
no question as to the deliberate intention of 
the negro to kill herself. 


FOUND IN A CAVE. 


Officers Capture the Massengales, Ten- 
nessee Desperadoes. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., January 24—(Spe- 
cial.)—A party of deputy sheriffs have just 
returned from the mountains in the vicin- 
ity of the “Suck” on the Tennessee river, 
where they went to make another effort 
to catch the noted outlaw, John Massen- 
gale, who is wanted for murder. They 
caught Massengale living in a cave in the 
mountain, where he was living with his 
wife. The cave had been fitted up with 
beds, cooking utensils, etc., prepared for 
living. ‘They also captured Tom and Silas, 
brothers of John, who are charged with 
assaulting a country girl in the vicintly. 
Massengale is under a twenty years’ sen- 
tence for murder. He, togefher with a 
number of convicts, escaped from the 
county jail four years ago, and he has 
been at large ever since. He has lived 
continuously .since that time at his house 
in the fastnesses of the mountains and up 
to this time has successfully eluded seven 
attempis made by officers to arrest him.

Assignment Yesterday. 


CREDITORS ARE DISSATISFIED 


The Assignment Deed Has Been At- 
tacked and Charges of Fraud 
Have Been Made, 


The firm of J. lL. Walker & Co. made 
an assignment yesterday and a deed was 
filed in favor of D. W. Pope as trustee 
and assignee. 

The liabilities of the firm reach nearly 
$20.000, while the assets are a few thou- 
sand dollars short of that amount, Pro- 
vided the assets receive the best of man- 
agement it is probable that the creditors 
will practically be paid dollar for dollar. 

After the filing of the deed of assignment 
the creditors made an application before 
Judge Lumpkin, upon which he granted 
an order restraining the assignee from 
disposing of the stock of goods except in 
the regular methods and the mortgagees 
were restrained from foreclosing their 
mortgazes. ; 

Yesterday afternoon a petition was pre- 
sented Judge Lumpkin by the attorneys of 
creditors to the amount of about $2,000 
praying that the deed of assignment be set 
aside and a receiver be appointed to take 
charge of the stock. The bill also stated 
that the deed had not been properly drawn, 
as Mrs. J. L. Walker, the wife of the 
merchant, had an interest in the business, 
and her property amounting to about $10,- 
000, had not been touched by the assign- 
ment. The mortgages, which were made 
the kinsmen of Mr. Walker, were attacked 
and it was charged that they had no in- 
terest in the business to the amount as set 
forth in the deed of assignment. Judge 
Lumpkin granted the restraining order and 
the case was set for hearing on January 
30th at 9 o’clock. 

J. L. Walker & Co. did business at No. 
16 Mitchell street and conducted a general 
grocery house. The firm has at present a 
large stock on hand, which is also covered 
by mortgages to protect certain creditors. 
Mr. J. L. Walker, the senior member of 
the firm, formerly conducted a retail gro- 
cery store at Mauchester, but moved into 
the city a few moaths ago and began busi- 
ness on Mitchell street. He was for many 
years a merchant at East Point. At pres- 
ent Mr. Walker ts mayor of the town of 
Manchester, where he is interested in a 
land company. 

The deed of assignment consisted of 
many pages of closely written manuscript 
and was drawn up by Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell and Mr. Cy Connally. The attor- 
neys are to be paid $500 each for their 
work, making a payment $1,000, which is to 
be paid out uf the first funds received, so 
the deed sets forth. The deed contains the 
following property:

Thovgh Atlanta's postal receipts have 
been considerably augmented since the first 
of last September by reason of the exposi- 
tion, this increase in the volume of the 
mails is not altogether transient. 

The mail carriers still have their hands 
full and scarcely a day passes that a large 
quantity of mail is not returned to the of- 
fice simply for the lack of time in which 
to complete the distribution. 

Postmaster Fox has written to the head 
of his department in Washington city for 
six additional mail carriers. As soon as the 
application can be investigated the relief 
will no doubt be fofthcoming. The au- 
thorities have been slow in the matter, for 
the simple reason that no permanent in- 
crease in the number of mail carriers could 
be allowed on the fluctuating and deceptive 
basis of the exposition. 

The exposition, however, is at length over 
and yet the mail carriers are still con- 
stantly employed and find it difficult to 
make the r routes. This is due to the fact 
that large numbers of people have moved 
to Atlanta since the first of last September. 
Nearly all the renting property in the city 
has been leased™and vacant houses are 
few and far between. In addition to this 
numerical increase in the population of 
the city several hundred acres have been 
added to the limits and this territory will 
have to be covered by the carriers in their 
daily dstribution of the mails. 

Receipts During the Exposition. 

Postmaster Fox has completed his quar- 
terly statement for the months of Octo- 
ber, November and December, showing the 
amount of revenue that passed through his 
department during the exposition. 

The total receipts for the quarter, in- 
cluding the sale of stamps and other items 
of revenue, amount to $84,204.33. This is 
the heaviest quarter ever known at the 
postoflice. The next best record is that 
for the quarter immediately preceding. The 
figures for this quarter, ending September 
30, 1895, aggregate $72,555.27, a shortage of 
something less than $12,000. 

The revenue for the last quarter of 1894 
aggregated only $67,588.44; for the last quar- 
ter of 1893, only $60,253.35. The business of 
the last quarter, therefore, shows an in- 
crease of $24,000 over the business for 1893, 
and a total increase of $17,000 over that of 
one year ago. 

This statement does not include postoffice 
orders. The increase in the business of 
this department has been characterized by 
the same, if not greater, ratio. The sale 
of stamps alone for the quarter ending De- 
cember 21, 1895, aggregates $73,145.46. kor 
the last quarter of 1894 the sale of stamps 
reached $53,073.53; for the last quarter of 
18¥3, $02.500.28. At the exposition stamp 


window $2,€93.22 worth of stamps were sold 


| during the quarter, 


For the quarter pre- 
ceeding, only $200.80 in stamps were sold 
on the grounds, making the total receipts 
from stamps sold on the exposition grounds 
$2,894.02. This shows a thriving business in 
Atianta’s postal receipts. 


“Bigger Than Chattanooga’s.” 

“The mail that goes to the Equitable 
building,’”’ said Postmaster Fox yesterday 
afternoon, “is bigger than all the mail that 
goes to Chattanooga. This statement may 
sound to you like exaggeration, but it 
shows the immense volume of business that 
is carried on in the Equitable building.”’ 

Postmaster Fox went on to say that At- 
lanta did a much larger business than the 
city of Albany, N. Y. Albany was con- 
Siderably ahead of Atlanta in population, 
yet the postal receipts were comparatively 
smailer. 

“Albany has more carriers than Atlan- 
ta,’’ said the postmaster, “but the number 
ought to be the same with the amount of 
bus.ness that is carried on at this office 
and the number of letters feceived daily.’”’ 

The postmaster declared that no eity in 
the south could boast of a better mail ser- 
vice than Atlanta. 

“Hereafter,” said the postmaster, “every 
special delivery letter received at the post- 
office before 11 o’clock at night will he 
promptly delivered, regardless of the Sab- 
bath or national holidays.’’ 

Until a few days ago no special delivery 
letter or package was delivered after 9 
o’clock at night and never on the Sabbath. 
Dr. Fox has obtained permiss'on from the 
authorities at Washington to make this 
change.
